HENRIETTE D. AVRAM 
Chief, MARC Development Office 
Library of Congress 


Mrs. Avram is recognized as the leading international authority in the 
application of computer technology to libraries. J oining the Library of 
Congress staff in 1965 after 12 years of experience as a computer 
systems analyst, she developed a standard format for the exchange of 
bibliographic records in machine-readable form. The MARC (MAchine- 
Readable Cataloging) format will make possible the sharing of infor- 
mation on the identification, description, and location of books 
throughout the world. Born in New York City, Mrs. Avram attended 
Hunter College and George Washington University. She is the only 
person ever to receive the Margaret Mann Citation in Cataloging and 
Classification who was not a librarian. Her work has made the Library 
of Congress the acknowledged world leader on library automation and 
standardization. 
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EDNA A. BOORADY 
Regional Legal Adviser in Southeast Asia 
Agency for International Development 


Miss Boorady is an attorney who represents U.S. Government interests 
involving AID programs in Southeast Asia. Her Federal career began 
in 1944 with the UN Rehabilitation and Relief Administration’s 
Mission in Albania. She was a leading force in the creation of AID, 
when she went to work in 1955 for the /nternational Cooperation 
Administration as Attorney-Adviser. Currently stationed in Bangkok, 
she is the only woman lawyer in AID on overseas assignment and holds 
the highest rank in the AID system. that of Foreign Service Reserve 
Officer, Class 1. Born in Dunkirk, N.Y., she graduated magna cum 
laude from Fordham University in 1951 and in 1954 earned her law 
degree from Cornell Law School. In addition to honors from her 
agency, she was the AID nominee for the coveted Tom Clark Award 
in 1962.

Since then her work has been marked by 
innovative leadership in expediting change and paving the way for 
acceptance of new ideas in the field of health care for mothers and 
children. Particularly noteworthy is a managerial style emphasizing a 
team approach to problem solving as opposed to one-person rule. She 
is active in scientific research, study, teaching, and in writing for 
numerous scientific journals. A native of Little Rock, Ark., she received 
her B.S. degree from Palmer Memorial Institute in North Carolina and 
her M.D. from Howard University

Dr. Leventhal, a recognized authority on acute leukemia, has played a 
leading role in development of the National Cancer Institute’s attack 
on childhood leukemia. She joined the Institute as a post-doctoral fellow 
in 1964, and since then has made numerous contributions in laboratory 
research, clinic management, and teaching. She has pioneered in the 
development of immunotherapy at the NIH Clinical Center, where she 
supervises an active program in tumor immunology. She is equally 
adept at handling the scientific demands of her work and at applying 
a realistic yet compassionate approach to the families of children with 
terminal leukemia. She was born in London, England, and has a B.A. 
degree from the University of California at Los Angeles and M.D. 
from Harvard School of Medicine.

Her other accomplishments 
with the State Department include developing a program to improve 
the overseas administrative support capability, playing a decisive role 
in the development of the Country Director concept, and serving as 
the first woman member of the Inspection Corps, which evaluates the 
Department’s operations overseas. She began her Federal career with 
the Office of Emergency Management and worked for a number of 
international organizations and as a self-employed consultant before 
joining the State Department. Mrs. Rogers was born in Los Angeles 
and graduated from the University of California in Los Angeles.
